This National Council is in 
part a return to ante bette days, but 
the eoustiturion andzpuwers of it have been 
imade more like thave af the Russian Nation- 
al Couneil, The old Cabinet, Having heen 
abolished the members haye, of course, 
retired from office and the Councillors of 
the new Govermment, we are glad to’ say, 
are from the Conservative party.

An interesting address, was delivered by 
Mr W. H. Dines on climate and its effect 
upon the avorage length of life. -, 

Thate could be no doubt, he said, that 
climate had a most important bearing upon 
health. Tropical countries were prover- 
binlly. unherlthy. Few Eurspeans could 
live in them for any length of timo, and the 
average length of life, of ‘the tstives was 
not long. “The” most-uphealthy climates 
were those of sea coasts near the equator, 
which had an average temperature of about 


80 deg., with « high relative humidity, and ]- 


where the thermometer never rose much 
above 90 deg. or fell much below 70 deg. 
Although the inlend districta were not so 
had, yet, so far as he was aware, there was 
no district of any.size within tha tropics 
-that could bé culled healthy. | We were 
now apt to think that the caat wind was 
not good for us, but in Shakespeare's 
time it was the south-weat and south winds 
that had a bad uame. It had been sug- 
gested that the hipber destth-rate of a city 
was due, not to the impurity of the air, but 
to the fact.that the occupation of city peuple 
mostly kept them indvors, whereas in the 
country it kept theln out uf dugrs,: and the 
suggestion acemed very plausible. Three 
ways oceurred to him by which we yight 
text the influence ‘of climate on health ; 
first, by teking the death-rate in various 
districts and’ sceing whether any relation 
dependent on climate could be found ; 
secondly, by the returns for the British 
Army; and, thirdly, by studying the varia- 
tion in the death-rate for some lurgo dis- 
trict feom year to year and seeing whether 
any relation between it and the:motcorplugi- 
eal eluments could be found. He gave 


dentally said that the popular idea seemed 
to be that South Africa had a good climate. 
He had seen it.stated both of Egypt and 
Sonth Afrien that tiney had the healthiest. 
climates in tho world, whereas figures led 
to the conclusion that, out of the: tropics, 
they hid the -most’ unhealthy. It 
was satisfaetory to find that the much- 
atiused climate of England was superior 
to that of any of her colonics in which 
troops were kept except Canada, or 
rather Holifax, the only military station 
in Cannda, und, judging from Halifax, sud- 
den changes of tempofiture could not do 
much harm. The three methods ho_had 
suggested all proved that a temperature be- 
low. 60 deg. was tho most suitablo for 
human life, and it would appear that a 
mean annual tempernture below 50 deg. 
was thé best. The healthiest period in 
England waa whon the mean temperature 
was from 60 deg. to 55 dog. F. Ho re- 
marked. in comelosion, that—nv’ one could 
deal with the Reistear-Genoral's returns 
withdut noticing the steady decrease in the 
death-rato that hud been brought about by 
improved sanitation, and, spoaking of ven- 
tilation, he said that the absunce of ventila- 
tion in public. buildings, such as churches 
and chapels ‘and theatres, was disgracéful 
to,a civilised people.
